Vet- 
erans and at least one mar- 
ried couple are on the cam- 
pus this year.

- Hurric urricane ‘Edna’ Adds Thrill 


To Librarian’s Tro pical Cruise 


When Ruth Bradley, SAC librar- 
ian, boarded the freighter SS Fair- 
land-at San Pedro in August for 
a three weeks’ tropical cruise, a 
trip across the center or eye of 
hurricane Edna was not included 
in the intinerary. 


As one of twelve passengers on 
the freighter, Miss Bradley travel- 
ed down the coast ‘of Mexico and 
Central America through the Pan- 
ama Canal, to San Juan, Puerto 
Rico, and Miami, Florida. 

While the freighter loaded cargo 
in Puerto Rico the passengers visit- 
ed the old Spanish city of San Juan 
with its narrow cobblestoned 
streets, barking dogs and shrieking 
automobile horns. Hurricane Edna 
was then gathering force, and de- 
layed the loading of the freighter 
twelve hours because of rain 
squalls. 

The strength of the wind in- 
creased as the freighter proceeded 
toward Miami. To avoid the many 
islands and shoals in the vicinity, 
the captain headed the SS Fairland 
for the open sea. However hurri- 
cane Edna also went out to sea and 
the freighter found itself traveling 
straight across the hurricane that 
later lashed the New England 
coast. 

Miss Bradley related that while 
the freighter was in the center of 
the hurricane where there was no 


wind,. hundreds of land birds sett- 
led on the ship. The Captain 
brought a little gold-breagtad inch 
below decks. The little bird refus- 
ed to eat until one of the passen- 
gers discovered that it liked flies. 
From that moment the fly popula- 
tion on the Fairland was doomed. 

Miss Bradley remarked that an 
unexpected feature of the trip that 
made it outstanding was the 
friendlinness of the crew, who by 
their explanations and information 


made the trip much more interest- ~ 


ing for the passengers.

Burros Gallop To 32-13 Win 
Over Dons At L.A. Coliseum

The Santa Ana Dons were in a 
position last Thursday at the Colli- 
seum somewhat similar to that of a 
Golden Gloves champ stepping into 
the ring with Rocky Marciano. For 
the first three quarters they prob- 
ably felt that the White Burros 
from Mexico City Poly were hit- 
ting as hard as the heavyweight 
champ. 

Six weeks of practice and a prior 
game with Mexico College, which 
they won 13-0, beheind the Burro 
squad was undoubtedly a contrib- 
ating factor in the 32-13 defeat 
they dealt the Dons. They were a 


highly polished, well oiled team and 
i appeared to be in mid-season form. 


On the other hand, the Dons, 
just getting used to the feel of 
their padded togs again, didn’t get 
organized and show their capabil- 


; ities until the fourth quarter. But 


it was too late to save the game. 

The south-of-the border team had 

already built up a 32 point margin. 
McFadden Sparks Two Drives 


It was the passing of John Mc- 
Fadden that sparked two 40 yard 


is drives that resulted in touchdowns 


for the Dons. When the Dons 
switched strategy and opened up 
with an aerial attack they bewil- 
dered the White Burros for the re- 
mainder of the contest. McFadden 
connected with his receiver on 
seven out of eight trys, Les Gray- 
son completed two out of four, and 
Charlie Neal two out of three for 
a team percentage of 73 per cent. 
The TD combinations were McFad- 
den to Bob Lacy and Neal to Mc- 
Fadden. Even the extra point was 
given the pass technique; McFad- 
den to Neal. 


On the ground, the Burros out- 
averaged the Dons in net-gain four 
yards to one. The dangerous Hum- 
berto Areizaga, who had averaged 
nine yards per try prior to the 
game, carried the ball eight times 
and -netted sixty-four yards, an 
average of eight per try. Neal and 
Roy Stephen led the Dons’ ground
